THE FUNERAL WITHOUT INCIDENT 


Schwab Blames the Hanging Upon Lingg, 
: Who Wanted His Companions 
‘ to Die With Him. 

Curcaao, Ill., November 13.—The funeral 
procession of the dead anarchists began to 
move between one and two o’clock this after- 
moon. It was headed by Chief Marshal Hopp, 
with two aides, and a band of musicians in the 
aniform of the German army. Immediately 
afterwards came the members of the defense 
committee, headed by George A. Schilling, 
who carried in his hand a floral tribute. Fol- 
dowing them marched—eight abreast—nearly 
two hundred members of Aurora Turn Verein, 

f which August Spies was a member. 
The whole society was not out, as 
many members are not in sympathy with 
anarchy. Four hundred of Verwart’s turner 
society came next, wearing red badges on their 
breasts. This branch of turners is more 
strongly tinctured with socialism. than any in 
the city. One hundred of Fortschritt branch 
came next, and then followed the hearse of 
August Spies, the top of which was so covered 
with floral tributes that nothing else could be 
seen. Inside was a richly covered casket, 
over the black broadcloth of which was thrown 
a sash of red silk. Then another band wheeled

into Lake § street, bam ing a dirge, fol- 
lowed by many hundred members of the 
Central union, which comprises 
some of § the most extreme  social- 


ists in the city. Next came the hearse 
in which lay the coffin of Adolph Fischer. It 
also was decorated with flowers, but not so 

rofusely as that of Spies. Next came the 
Roars containing the remains of Parsons. On 


the box by the driver, sata man holding in his 


hand a floral emblem of such immense size 
that the inscription of flowers ‘‘From K. of L. 
ssembly No. 1,307,’’ could be seen a hundred 
taway. This is the assembly to which 
arsons belonged until it was expelled from 
he order on account of its adherence to the 
g@ause of anarchy. Across Parsons’ coffin was 
thrown a simple stripe of red_ silk 
gibbon. Then along came another 
cohort of the central labor union, composed of 
representatives of all sorts of trades. Behind 
these were the hearses of Engel and Lingg, 
over whose black coffins were the red banners 
under which the men had fought. Several 
floral pieces were carried behihd. The hearses 
were followed by carriages containing the rela- 
atives of the dead men, and by various labor 
organizations and great numbers of men, wo- 
men and children on foot. Particular atten- 
tion was attracted by two local assemblies of 
Knights of Labor, composed wholly of women, 
who were aflame with red in the shape of 
scarlet ribbons in their hats, bows of crimson 
at their throats, and long streamers 
of crimson hanging. from their 
shoulders. In frontof them marched Miss 
Mary McCormick, master workman of the or- 
anization known as ‘‘Lucy Parson’s Assembly 
Knights of Labor.’”” She was attended b 
two others, and the trio carried a huge wreat 
surmounted by a snow-white dove, the emblem 
of peace. The wreath and the dove were sent 
by the ladie’s defense fund committee of Cin- 
cinnati. 

The procession which contained twelve or 
fifteen bands of music, was twenty-three 
minutes in passing. It proceeded to the Wis- 
consin central depot, where the coftins of the 
anarchists were transferred from the hearses 
to the baggage car, and the friends and rela- 
tives of the , oe men took a special train for 
Waldheim cemetery, where the 
to take place. The funeral train con- 
sisted of seventeen coaches. Three other 
trains were made up, and all were crowded. 
Upon their arrival at the cemetery, which is 
situated on a desolate stretch of prairie in the 
outskirts of the city, the coffins of the dead 
anarchists were laid upon a rude platform, in 
front of a gloomy. stone vault and in the pres- 
ence of gsevesal thousand persons, Captain 

slack delivered a funeral oration, in the course 

of which he said: 

“Tam not here this afternoon to speak to 
you any special words concerning the cause 
for which these men lived, nor concerning the 
mtnner of their taking off; but to speak.to 
you like a friend, to tell you that that cause 
which commanded their services was sealed at 
last by their lives. with unstinted measure, for 
the sake of those they loved. You know how 
grandly they passed out of this life in the per- 
fect and glorious life that is beyond the reach 
of misjudgment. Weare not here beside the 
caskets of felons consigned to ignominious 
death. We are here beside the bodies of 
those who were sublime in their self-sacrifice, 
and for whom the gibbet became a glorious 
cross. They have been printed and presented 
to the world as-men loving violence, riot and 
blood shed, for it owns sake. Noth- 
ing could be further from the _ truth. 

They were men who loved peace, whose 
hearts were full of tenderness, who were 
loved by those who knew them, trusted by 
those who came to understand the glory and 
power of their lives. And the anarchy of 
which they spoke and taught, what 
was it but an attempt to answer the 
question, ‘after the revolution what?’’ 
hey believed that there was that of wrong 
and hardship in the existing order which 
pointed to a conflict, because they believed 
that selfishness would not surrender peaceably 
and of its own motion to righteousness. 
and the whole of their thought, of their philos- 
ophy as anarchists, was the establishment of 
an order of society that should be symbolized 
in the words, “Order without force.” Is it 
ractical? I know not. They thought 
t was. I know that it is not practical 
now. I know, also, as a philosopher 
and a Christian, under inspiration of love, that 
the day will come when righteousness will 
reign on the earth, and when sin and selfish- 
ness will end.”’ 

Captain Black ended his address by readin 
@ poem, reciting the virtues of the Seconeed 
and lauding anarchy. 

Captain Black was followed by Robert Reit- 
zc], of Detroit, who made a fierce speech in 
German, condemning the working men of 
Chicago for having allowed five of their best 
men to be murdered, declaring that they died 
for justice, and denouncing society ‘based 
upon robbery and sustained by murder.” His 
remarks were welcomed with applause, cries of 
“‘bravo”’ and fierce yells. 

T. J. Morgan, a local socialist, the leader of 
the English branch, then expresssd his con- 
tempt for the law which hanged the anarch- 
ists, [a voice, ‘throttle the law”] and sneered 
at the spread-eagleism of the American 4th 
- July, which obscured the minds of the peo- 

e. 

The last speech was in German, Albert 
Ourrlin, formerly of the Arbeiter Zeitung. He

THE YELLOW FEVFR REPORT.

WASHINGTON, November 13.—Surgeon Gen- 
eral Hamilton, of the Marine hospital service, 
has submitted his annual report to the secre- 
tary of the treasury. The report covers the 
operations of the last fiscal year, and the sani- 
tary operations for the year up to the outbreak 
ofthe yellow fever at Tampa. The hospi- 
tal and the service generally are reported to be 
in a satisfactory condition. In accordance 
with a provision contained in the sundry civil 
appropriation act, the method practiced in 
Mexico and Brazil for the inoculation asa 

reventive against yellow fever, isnow being 

vestigated*by Major George M. Sternberg, 
surgeon,who has been detailed by the president 
for that investigation.- The general opinion 
of the sanitarians, however, has not yet cr 
tallized in favor of inoculation as a preventive 
of yellow fever.. An experiment made on the 
subject in Havana, in 1855, were seemingly as 
conclusive as those today, but they did not suc- 
ceed in securing general adop , and Dr, 
Sternberg’s repert will doubtless provide the 
necessary data for passing judgment on the 
efficacy of the method. 

A full report is given of the tions of 
the service at Key West, Fla.,and in regard 
to the origin of the epidemic of yellow fever 
at that place. Regret is expressed that the 
bill introduced in eongress at its last ‘session, 
to establish a national quarantine station near 
Key West, did not become a law. Had 
this bill become a law, = says it 
is strongly probable that the calamitous epi- 
demic might have been prevented, for the first 
case, with all its belongings, would have been 
promptly sent to quarantine.

THE SOCIETY OF A VENERABLE TOWN 


Country vs. City Soeciety—The Young Men 
Going West—Educational Facilities 
~—Oysters in the Shell,

It was evident that he had never fully stud- 
ied the situation, for after looking at me 
awhile he finally exclaimed, ‘‘we have orders, 
sir, to wake ’em all up when we get to An- 
niston!’’ 

It was enterprise at least; it could not be as- 
certained whetherthe Anniston town council 
paid for this privilege or whether the railroad 
was interested in town lots, and had every one 
waked in the hopes that some might get off. 
But the fact that we were not treated this way 
in Mobile, but were shown consideration that 
considering all things may be called tender, 
caused my friend to remark that it was hard to 
realize that the two sections were a part of the 
same state. 

Mobile is an ideal old city. 

It is stately in its quiet dignity, and while it 
lacks much of that spirit and progress that 
have advanced in material prosperity other 
cities, it nevertheless retains a prominence and 
importance that is essentially its own. But a 
short distence from the Gulf, at the mouth al- 
most of the Alabama river that is destined 
some day to be a great commercial carrier, with 
a cotton and lumber trade of considerable im- 
portance and extent, the city occupies no mean 
place on the commercial list. Its narrow streets 
and frequent lanes, its business houses dim 
and hoary with age and weather together, the 
city has the appearance, as well as the record, 
of having assisted greatly towards the pros- 

erity of the state fora long number of years. 

t is a place that charms at Once the stranger; 
its quaintness, its quiet air of aristocratic re- 
finement, its old fashioned southern homes 
with their long piazas extending about all sides 
the house—no matter how comfortable one’s 
own home may be, there is something about 
Mobile that inspires the wish that it would be 
pleasant to spend a few years there. 

Its people are essentially a sociable people. 
It has never lost the ition of being the 
head and foot of Alabama society. Not- 
withstanding Montgomery has its legislature 
that every two years attracts there a gay and 
pleasant society, the Alabamian, if he wishes 
the stranger to see his state with the best social 
step forward, proudly insists that there is no 
place like Mobile. The city has suffered 
often and severely from the dreadful yellow 
fever scourge. It has had enough affliction to 
have had its head bowed, and the fact that it 
is still held proudly up with a face whose smile 
is as sweet and bland as southern skies and 

f breezes can make it, proclaim beyond 
peradventure that there is ‘‘gum’’ in Mobile. 

I learned with surprise the other day that 
Alabama presented rather a curious social fea- 
ture. A gentleman whose blood is as pure as 
that ofthe Howards, inf me that the

than that of most of the cities: Not better in 
the sense of g more intelligent and refined, 
but better because it was distinguished by a 
more social caste, by a more frequent and more 
cordial interchange of courtesies, and in addi- 
tion lasting all the year. In support of his as- 
sertion, he related an account of a wedding he 
had attended, the contracting parties being 
handsome and intelligent representatives of 
two prominent families.

You suddenly remembered 
that that hand would yet be raised to bless the 
world with its benediction, or to smite it with 
acurse. In Aristo’s great poem there isa 
character called Ruggiero, who has a shield 
of insufferable splendor, but it is kept 
veiled, save on certain occasions, and 
when uncovered it startled and over- 
whelmed its beholder, who. before had no 
suspicion of its brightness. My hope today is 
to uncover the destiny of your child or student, 
about, which you may have no especial appre- 
ciation, and flash upon you thesplendors of 
its isnmorta! nature. sehold the shield and 
the sword of its coming conflict! 

I propose in this discourse to set forth what 
I consider to be some of the errors prevalent in 
the training of children. 

First, | remark that many err in too great 
severity or too great leniency of -family gov- 
ernment. Between personal tyranny and ru- 
fnous laxativeness of discipline there is a me- 
dimm. Sometimes the father errs on one side, 
and the mother on the other side. Good fam- 
ily government is ail important. Anarchy and 
misrule in the domestic circle is the forernnner 
of anarchy and misrule in the state. Whata 
repulsive spectacle isa home without order or 
discipline. disobedience and impradence, and 
‘anger and falsehood lifting their horrid front 
in the place which should be consecrated to all 
that is holy and peaceful, and beautiful, 

n the attempt to avoid all this, and 

i children under proper 

regulations, parents have 

sometimes carried themselves with great rigor. 
John Howard, who was merciful tothe prisons 
and Jazarettos, was merciless in the treatment 
ofhischildren, John Milton knew everything 
but how to train his family. Severe and un- 
yeasonable was he in his carriage toward them. 
He made them read to him in four or five lan- 
guages, but would not allow them to learn any 
of them, for he said that one tongne was 
h fora woman. Their reading was me- 
chanical drudgery, when, if they had under- 
stood the languages they read, the employment 
of reading might have been a luxury. No won- 
der his children despisea him and stealthily 
sold his books, and hoped for his death. In 
allages there has been need of a society for 
Ngee of cruelty to children. When Bar- 
was put to death by her father because 

had countermanded his order, and had 
three windows put in a room instead 
of two, this cruel parent was a type 
of many who have acted the Nero and the 
Robespierre in the home circle. The heart 
sickens at what you sometimes see, even in 
Jamilies that pretend to be Christians— perpet-

A second error prevalent to the training of 
children is a laying ont of a theory and follow- 
ing it without arranging it to varieties of dis- 

sition. In every family you will find strik- 
ing differences of temperament. This child 
is too timid, and thattoo bold, and this too 
miserly, and that too wasteful, this too inac- 
tive, and that too boisterous. Now, the far- 
mer who should plant corn and wheat and 
turnips in just the same way, then put thém 
through one hopper, and grind them in the 
same mill, would not be s0 much 
of a fool as the parents 
who should attempt to discipline and 


| educate all their children in the same manner. 


It needs a skillful hand to adjust these checks 
and balances. The rigidity of government 
which is necessary to heid in this impetuous 
nature would utterly crush that flexible dispo- 
sition, while the gentle reproof that would 
suffice for the latter, would, when used on the 
former, be like attempting to hold a champing 
Bucephalus with reins of gossamer. God 
gives us in the disposition of each child a hint 
as to how we ought to train him, and, as God

Thomas Aquinas was 
called at school ‘“‘the dumb ox,’’ but afterwards 
demonstrated his sanctified genius and was 
called ‘“‘the angel of the schools’? and ‘‘the 
eagle of Brittany.’’ Kindness and patience 
with achild will conqner almost anything, 
and they are virtues so Christianlike that they 
are inspiring to look at. John Wesley’s kiss 
of a child on the pulpit stairs turned Mathias 
Joyce from a protligate into a flaming evangel. 
The third error prevalent in the training of 
children is the one-sided development of either 
the physical, intellectual or moral nature at 
the expense of the others. Those, for in- 
stance, greatly mistake who, while they are 
faithful in the intelectual and moral culture 
of children, forget the physical. The bright 
eyes half quenched by night study, the cramped 
chest that comes from too much bending over 
school desks, the weak side resulting from sed- 
entariness of habit, pale checks and the gaunt 
bodies of multitudes of children attest thai 
physical development does*not always go along 
with intellectual and moral. How do you 
suppose all these treasures of knowledge the 
child gets will look in shattered casket? And 
how much will you give for the wealthiest 
cargo when it is put into aleaky ship? How 
can that bright sharp blade of a child’s attain- 
ments be wielded without any handle? What 
are brains worth without shoulders to carry 
them? What isa child with magnificent mind 
but an exhausted body? Better that a young 
man of twenty-one go forth into the world 
without knowing A from Z iif he 
have health of bod and energy to 
push his way through the world than 
at twenty-one to enter upon active life, his 
head stufied with Socrates, and Herodotus, 
and Bacon, and La Place, but no physical 
force to sustain him in the shock of earthly 
conflicts. From this infinite blunder of parents 
how many have come out in life witha genius 
that could have piled Ossa upon Pelion and 
mounted upon them to scale the heavens, and 
have laid down panting .with physical 
exhaustion before a  wmole-hill. They 
who might have thrilled senates and 
marshalled armies and startled = the 
world with the shock of their scientific bat- 
teries, have passed their lives in picking up 
prescriptions for indigestion. They owned all 
the thunderbolts of Jupiter, but could not get 
rocking chair to use them. 
George Washington in early life was a poor 
speller, and spelled hat h-a-double-t, and a 
ream of paper he ee ‘‘rheam,’’ but he 
knew enough to spell out the independence of 
this country from foreign oppression. The 
knowledge of the schools is important, but 
there are other things quite as important. 
Just as great is the wrong done when the 
mind is cultivated and the heart neglected. 
The youth of this day are seldom denied any 
scholarly attainments. Our schools and semi- 
naries are ever growing in efficiency, and the 
students are conducted through all the realms 
of philosophy, and art, and languages, and 
mathematices. The most hereditary obtuse- 
ness gives oe thefonslaught of adroit 
instructors, But there ista development of in- 
finite importance which mathematics and the 
dead languages cannot affect. The more 
mental power the more capacity for evil unless 
coupled with religious restraints. 
You + discover what terrible power 
for evil unsanctified genius peerames when you 
see Scalinger with his scathing denunciations 
assaulting the best men of his time, and 
Biount and Spinoza and Bolingbroke leading 
their hosts of followers into the all-consuming 
fires of skepticism and infidelity. Whether 
knowledge is @ inighty good or unmitigated 
evil depends entirely upon which course it 
takes. The river rolling on between round 
banks makes all the valley laugh with golden 
wheat and rank grass, and catching 
hold the wheel of mill and factory, 
whirls it with great industries. But, 
breaking away from restraints and dashing 
over hanks in red wrath, it washes away har-

The fifth error in the training of!childhooed is 
the postponement of its moral culture nntil too 
late. ultitudes of children because of their 
recocity have been urged into depths of study 
where they ought not to go, and their intellects 
have been overburdened and overstrained and 
battered to pieces against Latin grammars and 
algebras, and coming forth into practical life 
they will hardly rise to mediocrity, and there 
is now a stuffing and craming system of edu- 
cation in the schools of our country that is 
deathful to the teachers who have to enforce 
it, and destructive to the children who 
must submit to the process. You find children 
at nine and ten years of age, with school les- 
sons only appropriate for children of fifteen. 
If children are kept in school and studying 
from nine to three o’clock, no home study ex- 
cept music ought to be requingfof them. Six 
hours of study is enough for any child. The 
rest of the day ought to be devoted to recréa- 
tion and pure fun. But you cannot begin too 
early the moral culture of a child, or on too 
complete a scale. You can leok back 
upon your own life and remember what 
mighty impressions were made 
upon you at five or six years of age. Qh, that 
child does not sit so silent during your conver- 
sation to be influenced by it. You say he 
does not understand. Although much of your 
phraseology is beyond his grasp, he is gather- 
ing up from your talk influences which will 
affect his immortal destiny. From the qués- 
tion he asks vou so long afterward you find he 
understood all about what you were saying. 
You think the child does not appreciates that 
beautiful cloud but its most delicate lines are 
reflected intothe very depths of the youthful 
nature, and a score of years from now 
you will see the shadow of that cloud in the 
tastes and refinements developed The song 
with which you sing that child to sleep will 
echo through all its life, and ring back from 
the very arches of heaven. I think that often 
the first seven years of a child’s life decides 
whether it shall be irascible, waspish, rude, 
false, hypocritical, or gentile, truthful, frank, 
obedient, honest, and Christian. The pres- 
ent generations Of men will pass off very much 
as they are now. Although the gospel is offer- 
ed them, the general rule is that drunkards die 
drunkards, thieves die thieves, libertines die 
libertines. Therefore to the youth we turn. 
Before they sow wild oats get them to 
sow wheat and barley. You fill the bushel 
measure with good corn, and there will be no 
room for husks. Glorious Alfred Cookman 
was converied at ten years of age. At Carlisle, 
Pennsylvania, during the progress of a relig- 
ious meeting in the Methodist church, ywhjé 
many were kneeling atthe foot of4Re altar, 
this boy knelt in a corngerc efivé church all by 
himself and said:-“frecious Savior, thou art

_Lresbyterian elder knelt beside him and led 


him- into the light. -Enthroned Alfred 
€ookman! Tell me from the 
skies, were you converted too early? But 
I cannot hear his answer. It is overpowered 
by the huzzas of the tens. of thousands who 
were brought to God through his ministry. 
Isaac Watts, the great Christian poet, wag 
converted at nine vears of age. Robert Hall, 
the great Baptist evangelist, was converted at 
twelve years of age. Jonathan Edwards, the 
greatest of American logicians, was con veTtec 
at seven years of age. 

Oh for one generation of holy men and 

‘women. Shall it be the next? Fathers and 
mothers, yeu under God are to decide whether 
from your families shall go forth cowards, in- 
ebriates, counterfeiters, blasphemers, and 
whether there shall be those bearing your im- 
age and carrying your name festering in the 
low haunts of vice, and floundering in dissipa- 
tion, and making the midnight of their lives 
horrid with a long howl of ruin, or whether 
from your family altars shall come the Christ- 
ians, the reformers, the teachers, the minis- 
ters of Christ, the comforters of the troubled, 
the healers of the sick, the enacters of good 
laws, the founders of charitable institutions, 
and a great many who shall in the humbler 
spheres of toil and usefulness serve God and 
the best interests of the human race. 

You cannot as parents shirk the responsi- 
bility. God has charged you with a mission, 
and all the thrones of heaven are waiting to 
see whether vou will do your duty. We must 
not forget that it is not somuch what we teach 
our children as what we are in their presence. 
We wish them to be better than we are, but 
the probability is that they will only be re- 
productions of our own character. German 
literature has much tosay of the ‘‘spectre of 
Brocken.’’ Among those mountains travelers 
in certain conditions of the atmosphere 
see themselves copied on a _ gigantic 
scale in the clouds. At first the tray- 
elers do not realize that it 18 
themselves on a larger scale. When they lift 
a hand or move the head this monster spectre 
does the same, and with such enlargement of 
proportions that the scene is most exciting, 
and thousands have gone to that place just to 
behold the spectre of Brocken. The probabil- 
ity is that some .of our faults which we con- 
sider smali and insignificant, if we do not put 
an end to them, will be copied on a larger 
scale in the lives of our children, and perhaps 
dilated and exaggerated into spectral propor- 
tions. You need not go as far off 
as the Brocken to see. that pro- 
cess. The first thing in importance in 
the education of our children is to make our- 
selves, by the grace of God, fit examples to be 
copied. The day will come when you must 
confront that child, not in the church pew on 
a calm Sabbath, but amid the consternation of 
the rising dead, and the flying heavens, and a 
burning world. From your side that son or 
daughter, bone of your bone, heart of your 
heart, the father’s brow his brow, the mother’s 
eye his eye, shall go forth to an eternal desti- 
ny. What will be your joy if at last you hear 
their feetin the same golden highway and 
hear their voices in the same rapturous song, 
illustrations, while the eternal. ages last, 
of what a faithful parent could, under 
God, aecomplish. I was reading of a 
mother who, dying, had all her children about 
her, and took each one of them by the hand 
amd asked them to meet her in heaven, and 
with tears and sobs such as those only know 
who have stood by the death-bed of a good old 
mother. They all promised. But there was a 
young man of nineteen who had been’ very 
wild and reckless, and hard, and proud, and 
when she took his hand she said: ‘Now, my 
boy, I want oe to promise me before 1 die 
that you will become a Christian and meet me 
in heaven.”’ The young man made neanswer, 
for there was s0 much for him to give up if he 
made and kept such a promise. 

But the aged mother persisted in saying: 

‘You won't deny me this before I go, will 
you? This parting must not be forever. Tell 
me now you will serve God aud meet me in 
the land where there is no parting.” 

Quaking with emotion he stood, making. up 
his mind and halting and hesitating, but at 
last his stubbornness yielded, and he threw his 
arms around his mother’s neck and said: “Yes 
moter, I will; I will.”

Some specula- 
tive short interest which had been made, 
mainly on Memphis account, under the 
more ffvorable crop reports forwarded from 
that point, was quickly covered, and active 
buying for the rise took place, carrying prices 
up 30 points. from the lowest figures of 
Friday last. 

There was some further advance on Mon- 
day, in response to a sharp advance in Liv- 
erpool. The reduced crop estimate was gen- 
erally discredited, but it had the effect at 
least to unsettle confidencee for the time 
being in long crop estimates, and the bull 
party gained fresh courage when Liverpool 
reported a further and important advance on 
Wednesday. Thursday the market opened 
weak, but on the reading of the buygau re- 
port, estimating the crop at 6,300,000 ales, 
there was the greatest excitement, and a 
quick advance of 50 and 60 points, a small 
part of which was subsequently lost. 

Friday the report was viewed with so 
much distrust that although Liverpool re- 
ported a great advance, the New York mar- 
ket declined materially,.under sales to real- 
ize, some parties putting out short contracts 
with great freedom. Cotton onthe spot has 
been generally quiet, but on Monday was 
more active for export at 3-16c. advance, 
and yesterday there was a further improve-_ 
ment of 7-i6c. Friday the. market was 
dull and weak at 10 7-16c. for middling up- 
lands, 

The Chronicle’s crop Yeports from the 
south denote that the weather has contin- 
ned quite favorable for crop gathering, and 
that cotton is being picked and marketed 
rapidly.

War in the Interior Department. 
Thereis war in the interior departmen® 
between Secretary Lamar and Land Com- 
missioner Sparks. The trouble arises over 
the proposed adjustment of some western 
railroad land grants. Sparks assumes to be 
the biggest Ike in the interior department, 
and has been engaged for several months in 
giving the secretary instruction as to hisdu- 
ties. 

In replying to Spark’s letter, which he des- 
cribes as an extraordinary document, Secre- 
tary Lamar says that he has no disposition 
to enter into a polemical discussion with a 
subordinate. He says it is the function of 
the chief of a department to command, and 
the duty of a subordinate to obey, 

The -secretary says he has placed the 
whole matter in the hands of the president, 
who must choose as Secretary of the Inte- 
rior, one who will conform his adminis- 
tration to the opinions of Commissioner 
Sparks, orto select a commissioner of pub- 
lic lands who will administer his bureau in 
harmony with the views of the secretary.

Sentimental and Slushy. 

When Mr. Howells, the well known nov- 
elist, petitioned the governor of Illinois in 
behalf of the Chicago anarchists, people 
were unable to account for his action. 

Here was an eminently respectable Amer- 
ican, aman of family, a property owner, a 
citizen who was identified with the cause of 
law-and order, making an appeal for a gang 
of red-handed assassins who were in favor 
of blowing up Mr. Howells and dividing his 
possessions among themselves. The letter 
written by the novelist to the governor was 
not anable document. It was worse than 
sentimental; it was slushy. Among other 
things it contained this remarkable expres- 
sion: ‘‘Power can never be misused in the 
mitigation of punishment.”’ 

It is very clear that this sort of talk is all 
wrong. Power can be misused in the miti- 
gation of punishment when the best inter- 
ests of society demand the infliction of pun- 
ishment, and when it is perfectly clear that 
the guilty parties are not entitled to mercy. 
This is the sound doctrine, and the existence 
of social order depends upon it. 

It is possible that the novelists craze for 
Russian literature has given his mind a ni- 
hilistic bias. He has read so much about 
the dynamite methods of the czar’s ene- 
mies, that he has come to look upon dyna- 
mite as an effective agent of reform. 

Another explanation of Mr. Howells’ pe- 
culiar attitude will occur to those who are 
familiar with a lurid period in our history. 
Victor Hugo, it will be recollected, made 
an appeal for old John Brown. He said 
that for America to hang such a man would 
be as bad as the spectacle of Washington 
hanging Spartacus. It is more than prob- 
able that Mr. Howells was influenced by 

Hugo's example when he put in his plea 
for the Chicago anarchists. In his senti- 
mental mood he doubtless regarded each 
one of the Haymarket conspirators asa 
Spartacus ora John Brown. After such a 
bad break the friends of Mr. Howells 
should advise him to stick to novel writing, 
He is not qualified to deal with the practical 
affairs of life. If he chooses to sit in his 
study and weep over the fate of Spartacus, 
it is all right, but when he speaks up for 
such monsters as the Chicago bomb-throwers 
it is in order to rebuke him for his folly. It 
is to be hoped that he will see his mistake 
and not get off the track again.

The Prayer at the Well. 


Eprrors ConstiruTion: A correspondent 
in your Sunday’s paper, whoclaims tobe ‘an old- 
fashioned Christian,” under the heading of ‘‘blas- 
phemy and ridicule of prayer,’’ comments upon the 
prayer offered by the Rev. Carter, colored, during 
the anti-prohibiticn meeting held at the artesian 
well, on Friday night of last week.

THE WORK IN ATLANTA. 

Mr. F. & Helmer stated that when he came here 
three years ago there were but ten men working; - 
now there are about seventy; two ones then, 
now about ten. There are four sides to this work— 
physical, sociil, intellectual and religious. The 

wth of the work is phenomenal. Christ is first, 
fast and all the time in the work; that is the reason 
of the success of the association. The testimony of 
the young men is unanimous and conclusive as to 
itsawakening and developing power of the associa- 
tion, and pastors cheerfully testify to the beneficial 
resuits of the work of the association in enens 
out the cag men into usefulness and activity, It 
builds them up. The association must not be sep- 
arated from the church. It is the young 
mene of the different churches getting together. 

Three years ago there were but,two or three mis- 
sions, now there are twenty-two or twenty-three 
missions. With the completion of the new_build- 
ing, the association will have increased facilities for 
carrying on all the four sides, and all leading to the 
great end, the religious growth of the young men. 

The Railroad Branch. 


Mr. W. R. Bouzard, general railroad secre- 
tary. spoke of the work ,done here among the 
railroad operatives. He referred to the “work of 
George Williams, of London, in 1544 in orgauizing 
these associations. There are now over 350 of these 
organization. The railroad man isacuriosity. He 
has to be reached ip a different manner from others. 
There are seventy of these railroad associations. 
“fast winter we had meetings in one of the —— 
and the men themselves kept up noon meetings for 
three months. Christian manliness is what we 
need. These meetings has an effect to develop 
Christian manhood in our young men. In our train- 
ing class the young men are trained In the 
study of the Bible. the jrailroad man is made 
not only a better man, but he isa better christian, 
He isaman cf big heart, ever sympathizing and 
responsive to the appeals of human suffering. The 
three great powers of the world are: Christianity, 
the press and electricity and steam. No depart- 
mentof the Y. M.C. A. has more influence than 
the railroad department The dangerous character 
of the railroad service should emphasize our efforts 
to bring them to Jesus.”’ 

SECRETARY WILLIAMS. 

Mr. M. B. Williams, secretary, owing toa severe 
cold, was unable to speak at any length. He regret- 
ted hisinability, and compared himself tothe coli 
war-horse unable to participate in the contest. He 
said he would like to have said something about the 
work of the international committee. 

MEH. HARLE’S TALK. 

Mr. James W. Harle, a member of the internation- 
al committee, spoke earnestly and eloquently of the 
scope and resultsofthe work ofthat committee. 
The committee looked over the whole field and 
bcinging out the most available young men for spe- 
cial linesofdnuty for which they are peculiarly 
qualified and sp>cially fitted. They have the over- 
sight of all the general secretaries. 

DR. M’DONALD’S ADDRESS. 

Rey. H. McDonald said that he had learned two 
or three things: The importance of a division of 
labor. Each claimed their work was the greatest 
and best. Thatisright. ‘‘Magnify your work. The 
duty of Christians is to maghify Christ. Another 
thing I have learned is that it is a good thing to be 
married. Oh, the value and worth of a Christian 
woman. The best man is the best man to have in the 
church as well asin the Young Men’s Christian-as- 
sociation. 

‘I believe in collections. Ibelieve aman can’t 
grow in grace without collections, The best part of 
the service is the collections, forit must give the 
Christian joy. I believe in young menand In young 
women more. 

When the angels came down and assumed mate- 
rialshape, they assumed the form of young men. 
How does the young man from the cor niry look at 
religion in the city? In the country he has been 
accustomed to services where all the people sung, 
no matter who started it, and a preacher who 
preached anywhere from 11 oclecx to 3

organ almost as big as the old meeting house, 
The people all come in, sit awhile
